I.  ADMINISTRATION. 


£8  STAFF. 


Dr.  Lanier  the  Senior  Medical  Officer  left  the  Colony  on  vacation  leave  on  the' 
6th  of  November  when  Dr.  Joseph  the  Medical  Officer  South  Mah6  was  appointed  Acting 
Senior  Medical  Officer. 

Dr.  Mathew  Medical  Officer  Victoria  left  on  sick  leave  on  the  5th  December. 

At  the  end  of  the  year  the  Dental  Surgeon  Mr.  Harter’s  contract  was  renewed  for  a 
further  period  of  2  years. 


II.  PUBLIC  HE&LTH. 

(A)  GENERAL  REMARKS. 

The  reclamation  area  474  feet  by  243  feet  on  the  fore-shore  of  Victoria 
named  “Coronation  field”  was  completed  in  1939. 

Metal  currency  to  replace  the  old  one  rupee  and  fifty  cents  notes  was  introduced  during 
the  year. 

There  wasffio  out-break  of  any  epidemic  diseases  during  the  year  ;  but  after  the  heavy 
rains  of  the  early  part  of  the  year  a  moderately  severe  type  of  gastro -enteritis  occurred 
particularly  among  children  probably  due  to  suspended  impurities  in  water. 

The  general  health  of  the  population  on  the  whole  was  good. 

1.  General  Diseases. 

Diseases  of  the  circulatory  system  are  very  common  especially  after  the  4th  and  5th  decades# 
Deaths  due  to  circulatory  diseases  and  blood  diseases  were  on  the  increase  86  and  23  cases 
respectively  as  against  72  and  7  cases  in  1988  though  the  deaths  due  to  cerebral  aj/poplexy 
were  only  20  as  against  25  in  1938. 

98  cases  of  respiratory  diseases  were  treated  in  Hospital,  12  cases  of  broncho#- 
pneumonia  (2  deaths),  2  cases  of  lobar-pneumonia  and  4S  cases  of  Asthma. 

85  cases  of  hepatitis  were  treated  in  Hospital  during  the  year. 

Among  diseases  of  the  digestive  system,  the  group  consisting  of  gastritis,  gastro-enteritis 
and  diarrhoea  predominated.  51  such  cases  were  treated  in  Hospital  with  3  deaths. 

2.  Communicable  Diseases.

Malaria  : — 2  cases  of  imported  malaria  were  treated  in  Hospital. 

Small-vox  : — No  case  occurred  in  1939. 

Meades  : — Is  not  endemic  in  this  Colony.  But  2  cases  occurred  in  the  Quarantine 
Station  towards  the  end  of  the  year. 

Chicken-pox  : — Sporadic  cases  of  chicken-pox  were  also  noticed  in  the  different  districts 
of  the  Colony. 

Influenza  : — 48  cases  with  no  deaths  were  treated  in  the  Hospital  as  against  85  last  year. 

Dysentery  : — 35  cases  of  amoebic  dysentery  were  treated  in  the  Hospital  with  no  deaths. 

Tetanus  : — 3  cases  of  tetanus  were  treated  in  the  Hospital  with  one  death. 

Leprosy  : — Leprosy  is  a  notifiable  disease  and  the  total  number  of  known  leper3  in  the 
Colony  on  the  1st  January  1939  were  95  ;  2  new  cases  were  detected,  7  patients  died  and 
3  patients  who  were  inmates  of  the  Round  Island  Asylum  were  discharged  cured  on  Parole 
during  the  year.  Thus  at  the  end  of  1939  there  were  87  known  cases  in  a  total  population, 
of  82,015  inhabitants  thus  giving  an  incidence  of  leprosy  of  2.71  against  3.02  in  1938. 

Tuberculosis  : — 3  of  pulmonary  tuberculosis  with  one  death  and  4  cases  of  other 

forms  of  tuberculosis  with  no  death  were  treated  in  the  Hospital. 
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Venereal  Diseases  : — These  are  very  prevalent  hut  only  very  few  seek  early  treatment 
in  the  Venereal  Clinics  in  Victoria  and  in  the  districts.  41  cases  were  treated  in  Hospital 
during-  1939. 

Helminthic  diseases  : — Infections  with  ankylostomes,  Ascaris,  Oxyuris  and  Trichuris  are 
wide  spread  especially  among  children. 

Filariasis  Few  cases  of  infection  with  microfilaria  bancrofti  were  noticed  in  the  rural 
districts,  but  its  disabling  effects  like  large  sized  elephantiasis  of  the  legs  are  extremely  rare* 

(B)  VITAL  STATISTICS. 

The  estimated  population  on  the  31st  December  1939  was  32,015  (males  15,739,  feitales 
If, 276)  showing  an  increase  of  529  over  the  preceding  year. 

Birth  : — Total  number  of  Births  for  the  year  was  875  and  the  crude  birth  rate  was  27.S3 
per  thousand  against  26.49  per  thousand  in  1.938. 

Deaths  : — The  total  number  of  deaths  for  the  year  was  407  and  the  crude  deaths  rate  was 
12.71  per  thousand  against  12.61  par  thousand  in  1988, 

Injantile  Mortality  : — The  infantile  mortality  rate  for  1939,  which  is  the  number  of  deaths 
of  infant  under  one  year  of  age  during  the  year  for  every  thousand  live  births  registered  was 
85.7  against  91.46  in  1988.

On  the  whole  11  post-mortem  examinations  were  performed  during  the  year  for  the 
diagnosis  of  causes  of  sudden  deaths.  They  are  included  in  the  above  table. 
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III.  HYGIENE  AND  SANITATION. 

(I)  PREVENTIVE  MEASURES. 

(a)  Mosquito  and  Insect  Borne  Diseases. 

To  prevent  the  introduction  into  the  Colony  of  anopheles  mosquitoes  and  disease/ carry¬ 
ing  fleas,  lice  and  other  insects,  fumigation  of  cargo  was  carried  out  efficiently  with  the  help 
of  the  Clayton  apparatus  and  the  local  vessels  trading  between  Seychelles  and  the 
neighbouring  countries  were  fumigated  and^i^-insectised  before  they  are  allowed  to 
enter  the  inner  harbour.  During  the  year  3  such  ships  were  fumigated  and  7  disinsectised. 
Fumigation  of  cargo  was  carried  out  on  12  occasions.

Small-Pox. 

Primary  vaccination  of  children  is  compulsory.  819  children  received  primary  vaccina¬ 
tion  during  1939  as  against  758  in  1938. 

Passengers  arriving  in  Seychelles  from  countries  where  small-pox  is  endemic  and  persons 
boarding  ships  coming  from  a  port  infected  with  small-pox  Were  re-vaccinated  before  contact 
with,  the  population  whenever  they  could  not  produce  satisfactory  evidence  of  recent  re¬ 
vaccination. 


Leprosy. 

Proper  isolation  in  settlements  of  infections  cases,  and  periodical  examination  of  contacts 
BO,  as  to  detect  cases  in  the  early  stage  of  the  disease,  and  effective  treatment  with  a  view  to 
cure  the  early  cases  and  to  render  the  advanced  cases  non-infectious,  are  the  methods  adopted 
for  the  control  of -the  disease.

Helminthic  Diseases. 


Provision  of  adequate  latrine  accommodation  in  premises  and  the  employment  of  mass  ’ 
treatment  for  helminthic  infections  are  the  chief  lines  -:by  which  these  are  combated. 
In  1939  a  total  of  18,466*  treatments  were  given  at  the  different  centres. 

(2)  GENERAL  MEASURES  OF  SANITATION. 

The  methods  used  for  the  disposal  of  night  soil  and  refuse  in  town  and  districts  remain 
the  same. 

No  change  in  the  water  supply  in  the  different  parts  of  the  Colony. 

School  HygIene. 

The  schools  were  inspected  periodically  and  individual  examination  of  every  school 
child*#**  was  conducted  once  annually.  Children  requiring  medical  aid  were  referred  to  the 
public  dispensary  of  the  district  or  to  the  Seychelles  Hospital  for  treatment. 

The  accompanying  tables  show  exactly  the  number  of  school  children  on  roll?,  the  number 
examined  and  the  percentage  incidence  of  the  various  conditions  among  the  children  examined. 

In  Praslin  and  La  Digue  a  few  children  who  were  not  actually  on  the  rolls  but  were 
attending  the  schools  prior  to  their  getting  registered  on  the  school  rolls  the  following  year, 
were  also  examined.

Dental  During  the  year  the  Dental  Surgeon  visited  and  carried  out  complete  dental  treat¬ 
ment  for  the  children  of  two  schools  with  a  total  of  412  children  on  the  rolls,  and 
attended  to  the  children  of  12  other  schools  whenever  necessary. 

On  the  whole  he  performed  972  summary  dental  extractions,  257  fillings,  25  scalings  &0» 
for  the  school  children  during  the  year. 

Labour  Conditions. 

The  living  conditions  of  the  labourers  in  Mahe,  Pra  slin  and  La  Digue  continue  to  be  the 
same  as  in  1838. 

The  condition  of  work,  living  and  diet  of  the  labourers  on  the  Outlying  Islands  who 
number  about  1200  continue  to  be  good  and  there  is  nothing  special  to  report  this  year. 

1 1/  POET  HEALTH  WOEK  AND  AEEOPLANE  TEAFPIC. 

During  1939  the  ships  that  called  at  Mahe  included  2  British  Man-of-War,  50  merchant 
steamers,  9  sailing  vessels  including  dhows  and  one  flying-boat. 

Free  pratique  was  given  to  50  vessels. 

Partial  pratique  was  given  to  9  vessels. 

Full  quarantine  for  measles  was  imposed  on  3  vessels.

There  is  no  regular  service  of  aeroplane  to  this  Colony  yet. 

1/  MATERNITY  AND  CHILD  WELFAEE. 

The  Lady  Health  Visitor  continued  her  house  to  house  visii^of  the  poor  class  mothers  and 
children  and  also  expectant  mothers  giving  them  the  essential^  notioitfof  hygiene  and  infant 
wellfare.  When  anything  abnormal  was  noticed  they  were  asked  to  attend  the  Ante  Natal 
and  ChildWelfare  clinics  conducted  thrice  a  week  at  the  Seychelles  Hospital. 

1,536  children  received  treatment  at  the  infant  welfare  clinic  against  1,139  in  1938. 

184  women  attended  the  ante  natal  clinic  against  92  in  1938. 

868  patients  were  admitted  to  the  Maternity  section  of  the  Seychelles  Hospital,  against 
361  in  1938  ;  in  addition  there  were  9  remaining  from  1938. 

There  were  292  live  births,  against  244  in  J938  and  6  cases  of  twins  against  4  in  1938. 

8  cases  had  to  be  delivered  with  forceps. 

There  were  5  still-births,  and  5  deaths  of  new  born  children. 

There  were  3  maternal  deaths. 

There  were  19  cases  of  miscarriages  and  abortions  against  10  in  1938, 

VI.  HOSPITALS,  DIS  PEN SAEI E S  AND  VENEEEAL  CLINICS. 

The  main  institution  is  the  Seychelles  Hospital.  It  has  90  beds,  including  the  Maternity 
Section,  and  is  sufficiently  vast  to  accommodate  a  larger  number  of  cases  in  emergency. 

1,614  patients  (708  males,  911  females)  were  admitted  during  the  year,  against  1-717 
in  1938. 

There  were  in  addition  41  patients  remaining  in  Hospital  on  the  1st  January  1939. 

The  total  number  of  patients  treated  was  1,655  against  1,785  in  1988. 

627  males  and  846  females  were  discharged  as  cured 

48  males  and  30  females  were  discharged  as  relieved. 

19  males  and  21  females  vere  discharged  as  unrelieved.

Besides  the  Dispensary  at  the  Seychelles  Hospital  Viet  >ria  where  6,913  ou  -patients  were 
treated  there  are  dispensaries  foroht-patient^W ’South  kMahe,  Gtan  l  Anse  and  Baie  St.  Anai 
Praslin  and  La  Di^ue,  on  the  whole  14,463  out-pat  ients  were  treatel  in  the  dispensaries. 
Besides  at  the  Seychelles  Hospital  854  Government  employees  received  free  treatment.

Courses  of  instructions  in  Hygiene  and  Sanitation  were  given  by  the  Medical  Officers  of 
the  Department  to  the  Sanitary  Inspectors  and  Probationary  Nurses. 

Besides  lectures  demonstrations  and  practical  exercises  were  given  in  First  Aid  and  Home 
Nursino-  according  to  the  Syllabus  of'  the  British  Red  Cross  Society  to  a  good  number 
of  V.  A.  D.  candidates  of  both  sexes  at  Victoria,  Anse  Royale  and  Praslin.  Men  were  trained 
also  'in  ambulance  work,  stretcher  drill  and  motor  ambulance  drill  at  Victoria.  The  number  of 
candidates  who  took  these  courses  of  instructions  and  cue  results  of  the  examinations  which 
followed  are  shown  in  the  table  below.

X.  PRISON  AND  ASYLUM. 

During  the  year  the  health  of  the  Prisoners  was  satisfactory.  The  rations  supplied  are 
adequate  and  of  good  quality.  No  signs  of  mutritional  disorders  were  observed. 

The  minimum  number  of  prisoners  during  the  year  was  44,  the  maximum  89,  the  daily 

average  61. 

LUNATIC  ASYLUM  ANSE  ROYALS. 

The  statistics  of  the  Asylum  is  appended  in  Table  IV. 

PAUPER  ASYLUM  OF  THE  FIENNES  INSTITUTE  PLAISANCE. 

The  daily  average  number  of  paupers  in  1939  was  90  against  87  in  1938,  and  there  were 
40  deaths  against  35  in  1938. 

The  actual  expenditure  for  maintenance  of  paupers  was  Rs.  7,382.04  against  Rs.  8,181.18 
in  1938. 

The  number  of  patients  admitted  during  the  year  was  86. 

The  health  of  the  inmates  considering  their  advance^  age  was  fair.  Most  of  them  occupy 
themselves  in  gardening  and  in  making  mats,  baskets  and  brooms.  The  cost  of  materials  for 
these  industries  was  Rs  36  and  the  sale  of  the  finished  articles  realised  Rs  58.38.
